“T have proposed the Ar- 
my consider Camp Grayling 
because I believe it would be 
the right setting for the Light 
Infantry Division,” Levin 
said.

“We don’t receive our fair 
share of defense money or 
other money. I want the Ar- 
my to at least think Michi- 
gan, to open up their eyes 
and stop short-changing my 
state.” 

Levin repeated often at the 
one-hour meeting that he 
only wants Michigan con- 
sidered. If the community 
feels they don’t want the new 
base, then they won’t get it. 

‘““There are many places in 
the country competing for 
the Light Infantry because of 
the economic spin-offs. I 
guarantee you if you don’t 
want it here you won't get 
it.” 

Although many in the 
audience spoke out against 
placing the division here or 
even being placed on a list of 
possible sites, Levin said the 
best way for him to find out 


the sentiment of the com- 
munity is through the elect- 
ed representatives. He said 
if Camp Grayling is put on 
the list to be considered, then 
he will have to have some in- 
dication by the city council 
and county board of com- 
missioners giving him the 
green or red light to proceed. 

He said he would be happy 
to drop the issue earlier if 
the city council or county 
board told him to. Levin said 
it isn’t fair for someone from 
the outside to come in and 
make a decision whether 
something is right for a 
community. He said the 
decision will be up to the 
local people. 

“Don’t get the impression 
we started some wheels 
rolling that can’t be stop- 
ped,” he said. ‘‘The wheels 
can be stopped.” 


Landfill Pollution 
May Cauee Closing 


By Jon Thompson 

The Crawford-Otsego 
landfill may be closed by the 
DNR unless a clay cap is 
placed over 20 acres where 
contamination has spread 
into nearby monitor wells. 

Crawford County com- 
missioners John Miller told 
his county beard July 10 
three monitor wells around 
the 20 acres first used when 
the landfill opened in 1974 
show contamination and 
another is beginning to show 
traces of contamination. 

“Either. we clay cap it or 
they shut the entire landfill 
down,” Miller said. ‘‘Even if 
they close it down we still 
have to clay cap it. If we 
don’t, they will, and then 
they’ll sue the counties to 
collect the money.” 


Covering the 20 acres with 
clay will cost about $300,000 
according to one engineering 
study, Miller reported. The 
counties applied for a 
$270,000 grant but were sup- 
posed to hear by July lst if 


they received it. Miller 
thinks the county didn’t get 
the grant and one of the 
reasons might have been 
because of a ‘‘Catch-22’’ 
position. The county landfill 
should be licensed to receive 
the grant, yet the landfill 
can’t get a license until the 
aa problem is cleared 


v iller says the counties 
can clay cap the 20 acres for 
about $100,000 less than the 
engineer study estimates. 

“Y think we can save 
$100,000 by doing it our- 
selves,” Miller said. “Buy 
couple of good used dump 
trucks, hire a couple of men, 
and start hauling the clay.” 

Miller said the DNR would 
allow the counties to haul 
clay from a Bald Hill Rd. site 
20 miles away. 

He said the landfill owns a 
$150,000 compactor, a front- 
end loader, and dozer. The 
landfill crew could go over 
and compact the clay when 
they weren’t busy compac- 
ting garbage. He figures the 


job could be completed by 
spring and the trucks sold to 
recover some of the money 
lost. 

In the $300,000 engineering 
estimate for the job, $68,000 
is included for. engineering 
fees. 

“I don’t know where I need 
an engineer to tell me how 
many inches of clay to com- 
pact. The DNR requires 24 
inches and they take test 
borings anyways,” said 
Miller. 

“The DNR has no objec- 
tions to us hauling our own 
clay but they went to know 
when we're going to start. 
We have to start within 30 
days. We must give the DNR 
ananswer.” - 

Miller said the contamina- 
tion from the old landfill site 
is the only problem currently. 
at the landfill. John Alford, 
of the DNR groundwater 
quality division recently in- 
spected the landfill and other 
than the clay cap said the 
landfill looks the best of any 
in the area, Miller said. 


School Board Eyes Dec. 18 
Date for New Building Vote 


The Crawford AuSable 
School Board voted 40 to 
authorize the superintendent 
to prepare documents set- 
ting a Tuesday, December 
18, date for a vote on a new 
middle school bond issue. 

The board was considering 
a Sept. 24th date for a bond 
issue vote to build a new 
middle school in town near 
the Grayling Elementary, 
but moved the date back 
because of a law requiring a 
six month wait between 
votes on similar bond issues. 
Although the new proposal 
calls for an in-town site in- 
stead of an attaching middle 
school building to the high 
school, school board mem- 
bers did not want to risk 
having the two issues 
declared similar. The 
previous proposal to build an 
attached middle school to 


the high schoo! was defeated 


ina June election. 

Superintendent Kent Rey- 
nolds said the board is pretty 
much in agreement on bring- 
ing the new in-town proposal 
before voters, but will still be 
discussing the date for the 
bond issue vote. The board 
must go through two more 
steps to place the issue on a 
ballot. 

Also at the special board 
meeting July 16, the school 
board discussed a petition 
circulating asking for a vote

on up to one mill for no more 
than five years to better 
maintain district schools and 
remodel the Grayling Middle 
School. The board felt 
remodeling would push 
barrier-free. and new fire 
codes into effect and one mill 
a year wouldn’t be enough.

voters in the district or about 
300 to 400 signatures to be 
placed on a ballot. The 
petition asks for a vote 
during the next general elec- 
tion to avoid the cost of a 
special election.

Dear Editor: 

Recently there has been an 
increase in night helicopter 
training at Grayling Army 
Airfield. The Camp Grayling 
staff being cognizant of how 
important good relations are 
between the military and the 
local citizenry realize this 
training is a cause of local 
concern. We believe infor- 
mation is the key to cooper- 
ation and communication. 

The night flight is part of a 
night vision goggle (NVG) 
program, The course of in- 
struction teaches the flight 
crews how to fly using 
specialized goggles. There 
has to be a total absence of 
sunlight for these goggles to 
function properly. During 
the summer months at Gray- 
ling this means NVG 
training cannot begin until 
after 10:00 p.m. To get the 
required flight hours for the 
Army’s perscribed course of 
instruction requires two two 
hour blocks of instruction. 
Therefore the first period 
does not end until about mid- 
night. After a short break for 
refueling, the second period 
generally starts and extends 
to about 0230 AM. 

The flight crews have been 
instructed to plan all ap- 
proaches and departures 
from the center of the air- 
field to reduce the noise 
caused by their night train- 
ing. Every effort is being 
made by the flight crews to 
minimize the problems their 
training is causing. But with 
the hot, humid weather of 
July, these efforts have not 
been very successful. 

Tn our attempt to maintain 
the good relations between 
the local populus and Camp 
Grayling, our staff would 
like to offer any interested 
group of citizens an 
educational program that 
fully explains the night 
vision goggle program. 

Thank you for your patien- 
ce on this matter.

State department employees who 
supply requested information before 
legislative committees are not lob- 
bying and do not have to report 
their activities, Attorney General 
Frank Kelley has ruled. 

The question had been raised by 
legislators concerned that interpre- 
tations of the lobby law was im- 
peding the budget process because 
of reluctance of department em- 
‘ployees to subject themselves to 
possible penalties for failing to 
submit reports required under the 
lobbyist registration act. 

Kelley said the law was intended 
to cover state employees who 
engage in lobbying, and the 
language does make the terms 
susceptible to interpretations 
requiring reports when information 
is requested because the employee 
would be influencing legislation. 

@ But he added, “it is readily ap- 
parent that such a literal construc- 
tion of the statute would lead to ab- 
surb and unjust results and would 
prejudice the public interest. In or- 
der for the Legislature to properly 
exercise its constitutional authority 
to appropriate funds, it must receive 
certain information from state 
éxecutive departments.”’

Marijuana Use Not Subject 
To Privacy Rights 

The constitutional right of 
privacy does not include the right to 
use or possess marijuana, the Mich- 
igan Court of Appeals ruled unani- 
mously. 

The decision ~ in People vs. 
Williams - affirmed the Manistee 
County Circuit Court conviction of a 
man for possession of marijuana. 

Ricky Williams argued that state 
law prohibiting possession of mari- 
juana unconstitutionally infringed 
on his right of privacy. 

Before the circuit court, he argued 
the law violated his rights under the 
Ninth Amendment to the U.S. Con- 
stitution, guaranteeing that the 
enumeration of rights in the Con- 
stitution does not ‘deny or 
disparage others retained by the 
people,’’ but he dropped that 
argument before the appeals court. 

The appeals panel, Judges Bar- 
bara MacKenzie, John Gillis and 
John Fitzgerald, said no other Mich-

Some Park visitors 
initially have a problem 
determining which of our 
small native rodents is a 
Chipmunk and what is the 
Gopher. The gopher or Thir- 
teen-lined Spermophile is 
commonly seen in the day 
use area. This smail relative 
of the squirrel is conspicuous 
because of alternate longitu- 
dinal stripes on it neck and 
back which are broken into 
spots. The ears are nearly 
invisible and the tail is short, 
to say the least. 


Mating takes place as soon 
as they appear above ground 
in April or May. Some seven 
to fourteen young are born in 
thirty days. The young are 
out of the den in a month and 
full grown in ninety days. 
With such large litters, it is a 
good thing that only one lit- 
ter is raised a year. 


They feed upon plant and 
animal matter and can be a 
problem for small ground- 
nesting birds, mice and in- 
sects. They have a host of 
enemies other than man sin- 
ce they are preyed upon by 
hawks, cats, weasels and 
snakes. Since they hiber- 
nate, they pose no danger to 
stored grain crops. When 
they are active, the pulse 
rate is between two hundred 
and three hundred and fifty 
per minute, but when in 
hibernation, it drops to five 
per minute.

downstate. 

One of the most popular at- 
tractions of Hanson Park 
during the early days was 
the Toboggan Run. Two 
“shoots” came out of the 
warming house at the top of 
the hill where people board- 
ed the toboggans. When 
released, the toboggans 
would descend the hill at a 
rate of up to 70 miles per 
hour. After their ride, the 
people were transported to 
the top of the hill by truck 
while the toboggans were 
returned via a conveyor 
system. Upon special oc- 
casions, members of the 
local community would 
astound on-lookers by riding 
down the hill while standing 
on theirhead. — 

During those early days, 
the highlight of the winter 
was the annual Winter 
Sports Festival, one‘of the 
first winter festivals in the 
state. During the festival, 
hugh ice thrones were con- 
structed at Hanson Park for 
the Queen and her court. One 
year a replica of the Statue 
of Liberty was constructed 
of ice, 

During the early 1930’s a 
series of cross-country ski 
trails were laid out & mark- 
ed, adding yet another 
dimension to the then well 
established winter recrea- 
tion area. 

There is little doubt that, 
during those early years, 
Hanson Park was a signifi- 
cant contributor to the Craw- 
ford County economy, 
literally bringing people by 
the thousands from down 
state. Most native residents: 
who are 40 and older can 
recall how the park parking 
lot would be filled with cars 
and buses from down state. 
But times changed. Soon 
other winter recreation 
areas began to operate, and 
to offer bigger hills and more 
up to date facilities, in short, 
the modern ski resort as we 
know it today was born. 

Slowly, the popularity of 
Hanson Park continued to 
decline until, it became 
basically what it is today, a 
place where local young 
people and families can ski 
economically. Providing a 
service, yes, but con- 
tributing to the local 
economy, no. For the past 


’ two years, Hanson Park has 


not ‘been able to generate 
enough income to meet the 
expenses of operating the 
park. When the books were

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closed on June 30 for the 
1983-84 fiscal year, the park 
was in excess of $12,000.00 in 
debt. 

There are those within the 
Crawford County who 
believe that Hanson Park 
can once again become a 
viable contributor to the 
local economy. They believe 
that the park can once again 
become an attraction which 
will lure the traveling tourist 
to our community. They 
believe that the park can 
provide employment oppor- 
tunity significant enough to 
make a substantial dent in 
our unemployment rolls. 
During the past three years, 
efforts have been madé to 
return Hanson Park to a por- 
tion of its original poularity 
as well aS a year-round 
recreation area. The cross- 
country trails have been re- 
established and a new 
grooming system created. 
The hills have been 
rejovinated to provide 
economical down hill skiing. 
Summertime activities have 
been established, and many 
plans for future expansion 
have been investigated and 
deemed to be worthy pro- 
jects which will cause Han- 
son Park to become that 
significant contributor to the 
Jocal economy. 

But before any of this can 
happen, Hanson Park must 
get to its feet financially. Af- 
ter pursuing many financial 
plans and possibilities, the 
Grayling Recreation 
Authority, the governing 
body of Hanson Park, has 
asked the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners to 
place before the voting 
public, a proposal asking for 
one-half mill of tax money to 
support the park and recrea- 
tion throughout the entire 
county. This proposal will 
appear on the August 7th 
primary ballot. 

The proposed millage 
would cost the average tax- 
payer of Crawford County 
approximately $10.00 (a 
home with a state equalized 
value of $20,000) In return, 
the local taxpayer would be 
contributing to the growth of 
an economic entity which 
could provide the com- 
munity with economical 
recreation opportunities for 
its residents, an increase in 
the amount of tourist dollars 
spent in Crawford County 
and an increase in the oppor- 
tunity for employment in 
Crawford County.
